The agreem ents provide 
for arming West Germany. 
Gives Reasons 
Knowland, the Senate GOP floor 
leader, 
and 
House 
Republican 
Leader Martin (Mass) reported the 
President is opposed on t h e se 
grounds to the proposal by 
Sen. 
George (D-Ga), chairm an of t h e 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit­ 
tee, for a top level conference of 
the major powers as soon as pos­ 
sible. 
Knowland said the George pro­ 
posal was discussed at the Presi­ 
dent’s session with the GOP lead­ 
ers. 
Eisenhower has m ade it clear 
repeatedly, Knowland added, that 
he feels there should be no meeting 
of the heads of state of the major 
powers until the Soviet govern­ 
ment show’s “by deeds rather than 
words” that it is sincere about try­ 
ing to ease international tensions. 
Knowland recalled that Eisen­ 
hower has said several times that 
the Soviet government could dem­ 
onstrate good faith bv such steps 
as agreement on an Austrian peace 
treaty, unification of G erm any, and 
unification of Korea. 
No Indication 
So far, Knowland added, “ there 
has been no indication on the part 
of the Soviet governm ent” of any 
wiDingness to take such steps.

make it clear that the President 
and the rest of the administration 
feel George has every right to his 
opinion. 

Knowland 
declared, “ is not the view’ of the 
government at this tim e.”

today admitted he killed his wife 
and three children and added “I 
want to die as quickly as possible,”

announced. 
Whyte said Galbraith, returned 
here early today from Henderson, 
Tenn., 
where he was arrested, 
broke dowm and made his confes­ 
sion during questioning. It was 
wire recorded and played to re­ 
porters. 
Discover Bodies 
Officers discovered the body of 
Mrs. Mary Katherine Galbraith, 
35, on the floor near her bed. She 
had suffered a head wound. The 
children, Frank, 7; Jere, 5; and 
Sarah Ann, 4, also were found 
dead in the house. Part ol a shirt 
was found in Jere’s mouth, used as 
a gag. 
The physician said before he left 
the motel, he gave himself two 
injections, one a sedative and one 
a stimulant. 
He said he arrived in McAlester 
at about 4 a.m. Thursday and 
when he got home he hit his w’ife 
in the head 
with a 
vermouth 
bottle. 
Galbraith told Whyte he then 
gave each one of his children an 
injection of morphine but it didn’t 
take effect quickly enough and he 
got an insecticide and gave each 
one of them an injection of it. 
“Jere started screaming and I 
stuffed the shirt down his throat,” 
he said. 
In his confession, Galbraith told 
how he then wrent down into the 
basement “and got everything I 
could to start a fire.” 
He said he carried kerosene, 
turpentine, paint thinner and oil 
upstairs and poured them over the 
house. 
He then ignited the inflammable 
liquids and left again for Norman. 
A charge of murder in connec­ 
tion with his wife’s death was 
fi!ed but there was no men) on *f 
the children. County Atty. James 
Whyte said the charge “may be 
amended later to include them.” 
The 34-year-old socially promi­ 
nent physician was arrested at the 
home of his mother, Mrs. J. E. 
Galbraith, at Henderson, Tenn., 
Monday. He waived extradition 
and was turned over to Sheriff 
Dee Sanders of McAlester. 
From the time he was arrested 
until he was placed under guard 
in a McAlester hospital early to­ 
day

steadfastly 
maintained his innocence of any 
crime. 
“I couldn’t do a thing like that,” 
he told officers. 
Narrow’ Escape 
Dr. Galbraith narrowly escaped 
death about three hours after his 
arrest when without warning he 
opened the door and leaped from 
an automobile into the path of an­ 
other automobile about 50 miles 
east of Memphis. 
Sanders w’as returning him to 
Memphis to board a train w’hen 
the incident occurred about 4:30 
p.m. Monday. The car was driven
